NOVELLEGAL /ROCEEDINGS. — 

We mentioned some time since that two indiv 
iduals, J. E. Archambaud and J. B. Villenave, 
formerly in the military service of France, had 
absconbed from that country, having falsely 
obtained from the paying officer bills on the 
Bank of France amounting to seven thousand 
five huncred francs.On the arrival ofthe part 
ies here, at the instance of the French Consul 
they were atrested and thrown in jail., and as 
they could not be tried here for the offence, 
uader the treaty with France, acivil action 





was instituted, in the name of the Republic of 
France, for the recovery of the money which 
was found on them, and is now in the posses 
sion of the sheriff. To defeat this action the 
defendants passed an act before a notary and 
transferred the notes on the bank of France to 
j their attorney, in consideration of services ren 
{dered and to be rendered, and at the same time 
took a rule on the plaintiff, the French Consul
